2.—Eight 
automobiles, carrying 75 men, said 
to be chaugeurs and friends of the 
murdered driver, Artie Rose, arrived 
at Norman at 3:45 Wednesday morn­ 
ing, drove to the county jail and de­ 
manded of Cleveland county sheriff, 
Ike Sale, the body of the confessed 
murderer of Rose, eighteen-year-old 
Leon Fries.

Rumors, in Oklahoma City Tuesday 
night and early Wednesday morning 
told of the absence from the city’s 
streets of most of the livery cars in 
town. Suspicion at once arose of 
the intent of this move. It is believed 
that an officer at the Oklahoma City 
headquarters, suspecting this, wired 
to the county sheriff some time before 
midnight, in time for Sales to get 
away with the murderer. 
When asked at what time in the 
night or morning the first tip on the 
affair came, Sales would only state 
that it came in plenty of time and 
that the man was fifteen miles away 
in charge of deputies before the first 
Oklahoma City automobile appeared 
in Norman.

It has a line in operation between 
Ada and Abbott, and is preparing to 
extend the line to Byrd’s Mill, Ford 
City, Allen and other points along 
the Missouri, Oklahoma and Gulf rail­ 
way, and to put in rural lines to all 
parts of Pontotoc county, and to 
establish a local exchange at Ada, so 
as to put the neighboring towns, and 
the rural communities in direct com­ 
munication with the business and 
professional men of the city of Ada. 
The capital stock of the company 
is six hundred shares of the par val­ 
ue of ten dollars each. Only a part 
of this stock has been issued and 
the Board of Directors has authoriz­ 
ed the sale of two hundred shares 
of the unissued stock for the pur­ 
pose of raising funds to carry out 
the extensions planned. It can be 
demonstrated that this stock will pay 
satisfactory dividends and promises a 
safe and profitable investment.
